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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 
1969 


The  combination  of  the  biggest  snowstorm  in  over 
100  years  last  February  and  the  worst  ice  storm  for 
over  40  years  last  December  provided  an  eventful  and 
costly  year  for  your  Highway  Department.  Your  Board 
feels  that  the  response  on  the  part  of  the  men  involved 
in  cleaning  up  these  storms  and  the  understanding  and 
patience  of  the  Towns  people  affected  was  most  grati- 
fying. A  word  of  thanks  on  our  part  is  sincerely  ex- 
tended. 

The  acceptance  of  the  police  cruiser  was  made  this 
year  and  has  been  a  great  asset  to  the  Town  Police 
Department.  Again,  thanks  to  the  Pittsfield  Lions  Club 
for  this  generous  gift. 

Town  Road  Aid  funds  resulted  in  completion  of  the 
High  Street  project  last  summer  and  work  was  started 
on  Norris  Road  improvement.  The  rough  grade  has  been 
finished  and  it  is  planned  to  surface  this  portion  of  the 
road  this  summer. 

Permanent  improvement  was  started  and  completed 
on  the  two  street  projects  voted  at  this  years  Annual 
Meeting,  namely,  the  Clark  Street  Extension  and  the 
South  Main  Street  Common.  Both  of  these  projects  repre- 
sent a  distinct  improvement  within  the  confines  of  the 
Town  and  should  result  in  fewer  problems  in  mainten- 
ance at  these  locations. 

Perambulation  of  the  Pittsfield-Barnstead  Town  Line 
was  made  this  fall,  a  complete  report  of  which  is  printed 
elsewhere  in  this  Town  Report. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Pittsfield  Chamber  of  Commerce 
for  their  fine  efforts  in  replacing  several  of  the  shade 
trees  along  our  streets.  Many  hours  of  work  were  re- 
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quired  for  this  project  which  we  are  sure  will  be  appre- 
ciated in  years  to  come. 

We  are  happy  to  mention  that  the  last  of  the  notes  on 
the  Fire  Truck  and  the  Loader  were  paid  this  year 
leaving  only  the  new  Austin-Western  Grader  as  an 
equipment  indebtedness.

BARNSTEAD  AND  PITTSFIELD  TOWN  LINE   1969 


Pursuant  to  a  form  letter  sent  to  the  Selectmen  of 
Pittsfield,  the  date  of  December  13,  1969  was  set  for 
the  perambulation  of  the  Town  Lines  of  Barnstead  and 
Pittsfield. 

Beginning  at  a  point  from  the  cement  header  of  the 
controlled  outlet  point  of  Adams  Pond,  turning  to  a 
course  of  approximately  41Vfe  degrees  Southeasterly 
proceed  for  a  distance  of  approximately  400  yards, 
guided  by  Hemlock  and  Hardwood  trees  marked  with 
white  and  red  paint,  to  a  point  marked  by  a  stone  two 
feet  high  near  a  wire  fence  at  the  foot  of  a  ten  inch 
pine,  20  feet  Southwest  of  a  24  inch  pine  on  the  brow 
of  a  hill  near  the  edge  of  a  ledge.  This  marker  blazed 
in  1856,  1890,  1884,  1917,  1940  and  in  1947,  has  the 
letters  "S"  &  "B"  with  other  markings  and  is  sprayed 
with  red  and  white  paint.  From  this  marker  the  line 
courses  the  county  boundaries  of  Belknap,  Merrimack 
and  Strafford,  and  on  a  bearing  of  approximately  41V2 
degrees  Northwesterly  courses  Adams  Pond  in  half. 
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Proceed  back  to  point  of  beginning  and  continue 
direction  of  travel  around  the  Southerly  shore  of  Adams 
Pond  by  recent  constructed  auto  road  to  a  point  on  this 
road  where  a  large  Hemlock  tree  stands  up  on  the  left 
bank  from  the  road  and  is  marked  with  a  red  and  white 
"P"  &  "B".  This  tree  is  in  the  course  of  41V2  degrees 
Northwesterly. 

Continue  direction  of  travel  coming  out  of  Boy  Scout 
Campgrounds  to  a  point  of  residence  of  the  Ranger  and 
the  Main  Province  Road,  turn  left  and  traveling  to  a 
point  of  the  intersection  of  the  Province  Road  and  the 
George  Merrill  Road  so  called. 

Turning  left  onto  the  Merrill  Road  travel  to  a  point 
of  approximately  300  yards  beyond  the  dwelling  of 
Robert  Strickland  until  you  come  to  a  large  boulder  on 
the  right  of  the  road.  This  boulder  is  blazed  with  "X" 
1898,  1910,  1926,  1933,  1947,  and  1969,  as  well  as  being 
marked  with  red  and  white  paint.  This  compass  reading 
is  approximately  41V2  degrees  Northwesterly,  and  in 
the  event  of  the  large  boulder  becoming  dislodged  from 
it's  base,  a  stone  wall  prevails  along  this  course  suffi- 
cient for  a  line  marker. 

Return  to  the  junction  of  this  Merrill  Road  and  Pro- 
vince Road,  turn  left  and  proceeding  up  Province  in  the 
direction  of  Barnstead  Parade.  Continue  this  route  of 
travel  for  approximately  one  mile  turning  left  onto  the 
Roland  Smith  Road.  Pass  through  the  woods  on  either 
side  of  the  traveled  way  and  at  edge  of  the  woods  at 
the  end  of  the  stone  wall  on  the  Northwesterly  side  is  a 
gray  granite  boulder,  moss  grown  with  a  bastard  grain. 
It  is  marked  "X"  1906,  1926,  1940,  1947,  1969  and  bears 
marks  of  red  and  white  paint. 

Return  to  the  Province  Road  and  turn  left,  travel  to 
the  next  road  leading  off  from  the  Province  Road  to  the 
left  in  a  course  toward  the  Suncook  River  and  the  Old 
Iron  Bridge  (Bosco  Bell)  coming  to  the  new  constructed 
Route  28.  Turn  left  on  this  route  and  proceed  in  the 
direction  of  Pittsfield  until  you  cross  the  brook  flowing 
under  Route  28  to  a  point  of  approximately  100  yards 
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east  of  Edward  Gray's  house  where  the  line  crosses 
Route  28  at  right  angles.  This  marker  is  a  concrete  dia- 
mond pointed  post  maintained  by  the  State  at  the  end 
of  the  stonewall  on  the  right  side  of  Route  28  in  the 
direction  of  Pittsfield  Village.  From  this  point  the  line 
courses  along  the  stonewall  and  emerges  at  the  North 
end  of  the  cement  bridge  on  the  Pittsfield-Laconia  Road, 
Route  107,  at  the  farther  end  of  the  Pittsfield  Town 
Dump. 

Proceed  along  Route  107  to  the  first  left  hand  road 
leading  to  Shaw  Pond,  otherwise  known  as  Lily  Lake: 
the  line  crosses  this  road  at  the  lowest  point  in  this  little 
valley  and  bisects  Shaw  Pond  continuing  Northwesterly. 
Turn  right  on  the  road  at  the  Ashley  Farm  which  runs 
the  crest  of  the  watershed  of  Shaw  Pond,  cross  the  brook 
at  the  foot  of  the  pitch — (this  brook  is  referred  to  as 
Kelly  Brook  and  is  the  outlet  to  Shaw  Pond.)  Enter  the 
field  on  the  right  hand  side  of  road  and  follow  the 
fence  and  stonewall,  pass  a  lone  pine  going  through  a 
barway.  At  this  point  take  a  bearing  and  lay  a  course 
North-Northeast.  Go  approximately  300  yards  on  boggy 
ground  at  which  point  there  is  an  arm  of  the  meadow 
about  50  feet  wide  filled  with  high  growing  slough  grass, 
cross  this  directly  and  turn  right  on  to  the  rising  ground. 
At  the  far  Southeasterly  end  of  this  tiny  peninsula  you 
may  look  directly  down  the  valley  across  the  middle 
of  Shaw  Pond.  At  this  point,  you  will  be  within  a  few 
feet  of  a  granite  boulder  about  two  and  a  half  cubic 
yards  of  which  protrudes  above  the  ground.  The  sharp 
topmost  edge  of  this  large  stone  runs  Southeast- 
Northwest  and  coincides  with  the  Town  Line  at  this 
point.  This  stone  is  marked  with  an  "X",  1905,  1912, 
1933,  1940,  1947  and  is  blazed  on  the  westerly  side  of  the 
upper  slope. 

Return  to  the  road  and  proceed  to  the  bar  way  which 
gives  upon  a  field  road  running  into  a  sand  pit.  Drive 
past  the  sand  pit  and  through  a  field  into  a  second  field 
of  smaller  size.  Enter  the  woods  at  a  point  in  the  farther 
right  hand  corner.  Proceed  in  a  Northeasterly  direction 
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going  down  grade  to  a  natural  dike  which  crosses 
a  small  valley.  At  the  easterly  end  of  this  dike  alter 
course  to  the  left  about  30  degrees  and  climb  a  rather 
steep  pitch  to  a  wire  fence.  At  this  point  there  is  a 
Beech  tree  about  ten  feet  beyond  the  fence,  which 
courses  Southeast-Northwest.  A  broad  arrow  pointing 
Southeast  is  blazed  on  the  Southwest  side  of  a  Beech 
tree. 

The  last  marker  is  situated  in  the  pastureland  of  the 
Montgomery  property,  otherwise  known  as  the  Diamond 
Slash  Ranch  and  now  owned  by  Steven  Bosiak.  This 
marker  may  be  reached  by  setting  a  course  from  the 
main  road  at  the  Gilmanton  and  Pittsfield  Town  Line 
and  from  an  access  point  of  driving  through  the  field 
of  Towle's  farm.  This  marker  is  known  as  the  Old 
Buckhorn  Tree  and  has  been  long  rotted  away,  however 
a  12  inch  Hemlock  tree  is  near  the  Town  Line  wall  and 
corner.  Near  the  corner  is  a  large  boulder  flat  on  the 
ground  and  at  that  corner  is  another  boulder.  Both  are 
marked  1771  -  L  -  G  -  P  -  B  -  1870  -  05  -  12  -  19  -  26  -  33  - 
40-47-54-61-68.  This  marker  constitutes  the  corner 
of  FOUR  TOWNS  and  it's  importance  of  preservation 
cannot  be  over  stressed. 

It  was  agreed  by  this  survey  party  that  where  points 
of  access  crossed  the  bearing  of  this  line  every  endeavor 
would  be  made  to  erect  permanent  markers  to  expedite 
future  perambulating  of  said  Town  Lines.

The  Pittsfield  Police  Department  submits  the  follow- 
ing report  for  1969. 

The  most  important  event  of  the  year  for  the  Police 
Department  was  the  receipt  of  its  first  cruiser,  the  gift 
of  the  Pittsfield  Lions  Club.  Thanks  again,  Lions! 

Another  first  was  the  formation  of  the  Pittsfield 
Police  Association  with  Gilbert  S.  Paige  serving  as 
president.  A  Policeman's  Ball  was  held  in  Greenleaf 
Auditorium  on  October  4.  This  was  a  financial  success 
thanks  to  Doc  Carpenter  and  his  band. 

Also,  in  cooperation  with  the  local  VFW,  a  Lite-A-Bike 
and  bicycle  registration  program  was  held. 

Records  indicate  there  were  2344  calls  logged  to  the 
police  telephone.  A  total  of  193  cases  were  prosecuted  in 
the  Municipal  Court  resulting  in  fines  totalling  $2,894,  of 
which  $877.20  was  paid  to  Motor  Vehicle.

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REPORT  OF  THE   RECREATION  COMMISSION 


The  Doctor  F.  B.  Argue  Memorial  Pool  was  opened 
from  the  third  week  in  June  to  Labor  Day  for  a  total 
of  ten  weeks.  George  Krause,  director,  was  assisted 
by  senior  life  guards  Lindy  Carpenter  and  Pete  Paige 
who  were  in  constant  attendance.  The  pool  was  open 
daily  Monday  through  Saturday  and  two  evenings  a 
week.  The  average  afternoon  attendance  was  45  and 
229  children  carried  season  tickets.  One  hundred  and 
four  Pittsfield  children  enrolled  for  free  morning  swim- 
ming lessons.  The  Barnstead  P.T.A.  requested  that  their 
children  be  included  in  a  two  week  swimming  course 
as  in  previous  years.  Permission  was  granted  because 
the  director  felt  that  the  staff  had  the  time  to  teach 
this  group  with  no  interference  to  our  program. 

Before  the  pool  opened  in  June,  it  was  drained  and 
thoroughly  cleaned.  The  water  was  tested  each  week 
by  the  N.  H.  Dept.  of  Health  and  each  time  found  satis- 
factory for  swimming. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Bruce  Smith,  principal  at  the 
high  school,  the  N.  H.  Fish  and  Game  Department  and 
the  financial  aid  of  the  Rotary  Club,  a  Fishing  Derby 
was  held  in  May.  Of  the  five  hundred  trout  placed  in  the 
pool,  400  were  caught  by  girls  and  boys  from  six  to 
fourteen  in  a  few  hours.  The  derby  was  very  successful 
with  the  children;  and,  attendance  was  very  high  among 
the  fathers  who  attended  to  give  their  children  verbal 
assistance  from  years  of  fishing  experience. 

In  October,  the  committee  arranged  for  a  shovel  to 
dig  up  the  swimming  area  of  the  pool  to  remove  the  iron 
deposits  which  have  been  discoloring  the  water.  Dig- 
ging was  carried  on  for  several  days  and  it  was  found 
that  the  iron  deposits  run  under  the  total  surface  of 
the  pool  grounds  making  it  impossible  to  remove  be- 
cause of  the  depth.  Much  of  the  iron  was  however  re- 
moved which  will  help  to  a  degree. 
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The  committee  is  at  present  looking  into  lighting  facil- 
ities to  be  installed  at  the  pool  so  we  may  enjoy  skating 
evenings  during  the  winter  months.  Money  received  at 
the  Annual  Citizen  of  the  Year  Dance  will  go  to  finance 
this  project  as  well  as  the  general  upkeep  of  the  pool 
grounds. 

As  this  report  clearly  shows  what  started  out  to  be 
only  a  swimming  area  has  grown  to  include  other  forms 
of  recreation:  a  fishing  derby,  boating  instructions  and 
skating.  Hundreds  of  our  children  have  received  free 
swimming  lessons.  Our  instructors  have  promoted  sev- 
eral Senior  Life  Guards  who  have  found  employment  at 
the  pool  and  in  towns  throughout  the  state.  We  feel, 
with  each  passing  year,  this  program  becomes  a  little 
more  important  in  our  town  recreation  facilities.

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REPORT  OF  THE   FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


The  1969  fire  season  was  a  quiet  one  in  this  area. 
Frequent  rains  kept  the  danger  to  a  minimum  and  there 
were  few  violations.  Your  Forest  Fire  Warden's  job 
would  be  easier  if  everyone  understood  the  State  laws 
that  govern  the  kindling  of  outdoor  fires.  A  synopsis 
of  these  laws  follows: 

Fire  Permit 

A  fire  permit  is  needed  for  all  outdoor  fires  in  or  near 
woodlands  anytime  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow. 
This  includes  household  waste  burning,  even  if  in  an 
incinerator,  grass  burning,  garden  trash  as  well  as  brush 
burning.  Such  burning  is  restricted  by  regulation  to  be 
prior  to  9:00  a.m.  and  after  5:00  p.m. 

Exceptions 

Commercial  or  industrial  burning  is  allowed  any  time 
under  normal  conditions  with  permission  of  the  District 
Chief  and  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden. 

Camp  or  cooking  fires  are  allowed  on  your  own  prop- 
erty with  permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  On  another's 
property  with  written  permission  of  the  landowner  and 
permission  of  the  Fire  Warden.  The  Warden  can  forbid 
such  fires  if  in  a  hazardous  area.  Permits  for  cooking 
fires  in  the  White  Mountain  National  Forest  can  be  ob- 
tained from  the  Laconia  Office  or  at  the  Ranger  Stations. 
Permits  are  not  required  in  public  camp  or  picnic 
grounds  where  fireplaces  have  been  built  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

Penalties 

1.  For  kindling  a  fire  without  a  permit.  Maximum  of 
$200.00  fine;  or  imprisonment  for  not  more  than 
60  days. 
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2.  For  kindling  a  fire  by  any  means  wilfully  or  reck- 
lessly that  shall  endanger  woodlands  the  maximum 
fine  is  $500.00  or  one  year's  imprisonment. 

3.  For  failure  to  totally  extinguish  a  camp  or  cooking 
fire  before  leaving  it  the  same  penalties  as  in  (1) 
above. 

4.  For  dropping  inflammable  material  in  or  near 
woodland  maximum  fine  of  $25.00. 

Fire  prevention  is  a  personal  matter  and  a  good  habit. 
Keep  our  town  free  from  smokes  in  1970.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  TO  EXPLORE  AND 
PREPARE  PROPOSALS  FOR  A  NEW  FIREHOUSE 


Your  committee  was  authorized  at  the  1969  town 
meeting  under  Article  Seven  of  the  warrant.  Pursuant 
to  the  authorization,  the  selectmen  appointed  the  seven 
members  of  the  committee  including  representation 
from  the  selectmen,  Lester  S.  Emerson,  from  the  fire- 
wards,  Frederick  Hast,  Paul  Riel  and  Stephen  Davis, 
and  other  interested  citizens,  Richard  C.  Foss,  Gilbert 
Bleckmann  and  John  W.  Barto. 

The  committee  organized,  elected  John  Barto  its 
chairman,  and  began  its  work  in  September.  The  first 
order  of  business  was  to  determine  the  physical  require- 
ments for  the  firehouse  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  town 
and  the  fire  department,  both  presently  and  for  the  long 
term.  An  inspection  of  the  existing  firehouse,  used  for 
that  purpose  for  some  seventy  years,  made  it  abundantly 
clear  that  no  short  range  solution  was  possible.  The 
available  literature  on  firehouse  construction  and  loca- 
tion was  obtained  from  a  number  of  sources  and  care- 
fully studied. 

The  studies  show  that  the  frequency  of  fire  is  greatest 
in  the  compact  area  of  a  town  and  that  in  the  case  of  a 
volunteer  fire  department,  this  is  also  where  the  majority 
of  the  firemen  live.  Since  the  fire  equipment  must  be 
kept  as  near  as  possible  to  the  area  where  it  is  most 
likely  to  have  to  be  used  and  where  those  who  will  use  it 
are  located,  the  committee  did  not  give  serious  considera- 
tion to  sites  outside  of  the  village.  Within  the  village,  at 
least  fourteen  different  sites  were  considered.  Each  site 
was  analyzed  as  to  size,  location,  access,  cost  of  acquisi- 
tion, cost  of  site  preparation  and  other  considerations. 

While  the  studies  of  physical  requirements  and  analy- 
sis of  sites  were  continuing,  and  in  aid  of  both,  the 
committee  members,  sometimes  as  a  group  and  some- 
times individually,  examined  existing  firehouses  in  vari- 
ous parts  of  the  state,  including  several  recently  built. 
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At  least  eight  different  firehouses  were  inspected  in  this 
manner  and  the  plans  for  others  were  reviewed.  These 
inspections  proved  most  useful  and  some  were  partici- 
pated in  by  a  representative  of  the  architect's  office. 

As  the  committee  progressed  in  the  process  of  de- 
termining physical  requirements  and  narrowing  the  list 
of  potential  sites,  it  was  recognized  an  architect's  ser- 
vices should  be  engaged  to  assist  in  this  process,  to  pre- 
pare preliminary  building  plans  and  alternatives  and  to 
indicate  costs.  Accordingly,  using  fire  department  build- 
ing funds,  the  committee  hired  Clifford  Broker  Asso- 
ciates, Inc.,  architects  and  engineers,  to  perform  these 
services. 

Attending  almost  every  committee  meeting  there- 
after, representatives  of  this  firm  supplied  the  com- 
mittee with  building  sketches  for  the  most  seriously  con- 
sidered sites  and  ultimately  prepared  alternate  building 
plans  for  the  site  finally  chosen  by  the  committee.  These 
plans  were  prepared  in  several  refinements  and  given 
to  area  contractors  for  cost  estimates.  With  the  assist- 
ance of  the  architect  and  the  general  contractor  member 
of  the  committee,  extensive  surgery  was  applied  to  the 
plans  to  reduce  them  to  the  essentials  and  to  eliminate 
items  that  could  be  accomplished  subsequently  at  less 
cost  by  the  town  crew  or  similarly  acquired,  provided  or 
built  by  the  fire  department. 

It  was  early  determined  that  the  firehouse  would 
require  in  the  range  of  5000  to  6000  square  feet  in 
order  to  house  existing  and  future  apparatus,  equipment, 
supplies  and  accessories  plus  serve  maintenance,  train- 
ing and  other  functions.  One  of  our  prime  sites  sug- 
gested a  single  story  structure  but  our  final  choice  lent 
itself  best  to  a  two  story  structure,  although  the  commit- 
tee with  the  architect's  assistance  did  consider  the  possi- 
bility —  and  cost  —  of  filling  this  site  and  erecting 
several  types  of  single  story  buildings  thereon.  The  two 
story  structure  permits  an  integral  hose  drying  "tower", 
obviating  the  necessity  of  expenditures  for  purchase  and 
operation  of  an  electrical  drier,  and  lends  itself  well  to 
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the  addition  of  a  town  office  wing  at  some  future  time 
should  that  prove  desirable. 

The  site  recommended  by  the  committee,  the  former 
Adams  Bros.  Shoe  Company  premises,  was  offered  by 
its  present  owner  for  a  price  not  to  exceed  $5,000.  No 
site  found  acceptable  by  the  committee  was  obtainable 
at  even  a  nearly  comparable  price.  Even  when  site 
preparation  costs  are  added,  no  other  acceptable  site 
was  close  in  cost. 

The  building  recommended  by  the  committee  con- 
tains approximately  5520  square  feet  on  two  stories 
of  split  level  design.  Three  equipment  bays  at  street 
level  will  allow  the  apparatus  now  housed  in  the  ex- 
isting firehouse  immediate  access  to  Catamount  Street. 
Two  equipment  bays  at  the  lower  level,  existing  to  the 
rear  and  around  to  Catamount  Street,  will  allow  equip- 
ment now  scattered  about  town  to  be  housed  under  the 
same  roof.  The  building  will  be  so  constructed  that  the 
meeting  room  on  the  lower  level  can  be  made  into  a 
third  equipment  bay  when  required.  The  building  has 
been  designed  with  the  requisite  utilities  systems  for  the 
efficient  maintenance  and  servicing  of  the  apparatus, 
particularly  under  emergency  circumstances. 

Not  only  does  the  proposed  building  permit  the  addi- 
tion of  a  future  town  office  wing  with  one  or  more 
equipment  bays  thereunder,  but  also  allows  for  addi- 
tional equipment  bays  at  both  levels  to  the  east.  In 
addition  to  its  central  location  within  the  compact  area 
of  the  town,  the  site  affords  easy  access  to  all  parts  of 
town  and  permits  adequate  off-street  parking.  An  im- 
portant, but  side,  benefit  of  the  site  will  be  the  removal 
of  a  dilapidated,  hazardous,  eyesore  of  a  building  of 
marginal  consequence  to  the  future  tax  rolls  of  the 
town. 

The  proposed  building  will  replace  the  eyesore  with 
an  attractive,  masonry  structure  designed  for  long  life 
and  low  maintenance  and  operating  costs.  It  should 
certainly  provide  this  community  with  more  than  twice 
the  life  of  the  existing  facility  and  even  more  in  utility, 
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flexibility  and  appearance.  With  the  steady  annual  in- 
crease in  building  costs,  your  committee  is  convinced 
that  the  firehouse  it  proposes  is  the  best  possible  value 
for  the  long  run  which  a  town  facility  must  serve. 

In  the  course  of  its  work,  the  committee  explored 
the  availability  of  state  and  federal  funds  to  assist  in 
the  construction  and  equipping  the  new  firehouse.  While 
only  minimal  funds  are  available  at  the  state  level  for 
certain  equipment  items,  financing  for  the  building  is 
available  at  5  3/8%  interest  for  as  much  as  a  forty  year 
term  from  the  federal  government  under  the  public 
facility  loan  program  administered  by  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development.  The  sale  of  the  ex- 
isting firehouse  premises  and  the  application  of  the 
fire  house  building  fund  of  over  $14,000  should  produce 
about  $25,000  toward  the  total  estimated  cost  of 
$165,000,  which  is  necessarily  an  outside  figure.  Fin- 
anced over  a  long  term  the  balance  of  the  cost  of  the 
new  firehouse,  a  maximum  of  $140,000,  should  have  a 
minimum  impact  ($2.00  or  less)  on  the  annual  tax  rate 
while  providing  years  of  service,  many  times  those  of 
the  financing  period  even  at  the  maximum  term.

During  1969,  8  health  problems  discussed,  7  com- 
plaints handled,  10  private  water  samples  taken  asepti- 
cally,  23  private  water  sample  bottles  (full)  delivered 
in  Concord,  21  empty  sterile  bottles  picked  up  here  in 
Pittsfield  by  others,  4  inspections  made:  (2  Kindergarten, 

1  Restaurant,  1  Septic  Tank),  Health  Papers  signed:  1, 

2  Septic  Tank  kits  and  1  set  Septic  Tank  Plans  delivered, 
and  1  water  report  delivered. 

Thirteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  reported  in 
Pittsfield  (courtesy  of  the  Doctors  and  their  staff):  6 
German  Measles,  5  Scarlet  Fever,  2  Chicken  Pox. 

18  samples  from  Pittsfield  Pool  proved  satisfactory. 
26  samples  from  Pittsfield  Aqueduct  Co.  satisfactory.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  the  Citizens  of  the  Pittsfield 
School  District:  I  respectfully  submit  my  fourth  annual 
report  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

The  Annual  School  District  Meeting  last  year  took  its 
toll  on  the  educational  program  and  teaching  staff.  As 
a  result  of  the  action  of  the  public,  it  became  necessary 
for  the  administration  and  school  board  to  eliminate 
$20,000.00  from  the  budget  recommended  by  your  bud- 
get committee.  The  criteria  established  in  making  these 
decisions  was  to  affect  as  little  as  possible  the  basic 
academic  program.  The  decision  to  eliminate  the  school 
lunch  program,  reading  improvement  program,  driver 
education  and  certain  junior  and  senior  varsity  athletic 
programs  was  not  made  without  carefully  weighing  all 
of  the  alternatives.  Several  maintenance  projects  were 
also  postponed. 

The  effect  of  all  of  this  will  not  clearly  be  seen  for 
years  to  come.  Students  having  special  reading  problems 
have  lost  a  year  of  instruction.  The  lack  of  driver  educa- 
tion has  either  placed  an  added  burden  on  the  parents  or 
has  given  us  one  year  of  students  graduating  and  receiv- 
ing licenses  without  the  benefit  of  being  properly  pre- 
pared. The  school  lunch  program  made  it  possible  for 
students  to  receive  a  well  balanced  nourishing  lunch. 
This  is  not  always  the  case  when  a  student  is  required  to 
take  sandwiches.  The  lack  of  having  a  continuous  main- 
tenance program  can  not  help  but  result  in  major  prob- 
lems in  the  future. 

So  what  was  really  accomplished  last  year  to  save  the 
individual  tax  payer  a  few  dollars  on  his  taxes? 

More  important,  the  voters  gave  the  impression  that 
the  tax  dollar  is  more  important  than  a  total  educational 
system  designed  to  benefit  the  student.  People  desiring 
to  move  into  Pittsfield  could  get  the  impression  that  the 
town  has  a  poor  educational  climate.  It  must  be  noted 
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that  teacher  and  student  morale  were  very  much  affected 
last  Spring. 

The  extent  of  education  to  be  made  available  to  the 
youth  of  Pittsfield,  the  quality  of  professional  teachers 
and  support  in  personnel,  the  effective  operation  and 
continuous  maintenance  of  the  school  buildings  and 
property  and  the  supplies  and  equipment  needed  for 
quality  educational  instruction  are  all  reflected  through 
the  school  district  budget.  The  voters  determine  the  level 
of  all  of  these  things  through  their  action  on  the  budget. 
It  is  the  voter  that  decides  the  extent  to  which  they  are 
willing  to  be  taxed  in  support  of  the  needed  educational 
program. 

Positive  steps  need  to  be  taken  to  re-establish  the 
reading  improvement  program,  driver  education,  school 
lunch  program,  the  maintenance  program  and  general 
student  and  teacher  moral.  This  will  mean  additional 
support  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  not  only  to  reinstate 
these  programs  but  also  to  support  the  needed  budget, 
which  reflects  the  ever  increasing  costs  of  supplies,  ma- 
terials, and  salaries.  It  will  not  be  easy.  It  will  take 
determination  and  conviction  on  the  part  of  voters. 
I  feel  the  public  will  support  a  good,  sound,  educational 
system;  a  system  in  which  all  of  us  can  be  proud;  a 
system  the  students  need  in  order  to  properly  prepare 
them  for  their  future  endeavors  after  graduation. 

I  want  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  to  those 
parents,  business  men,  citizens  and  members  of  the 
school  board  who  have  expressed  their  continued  in- 
terest and  support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT 

OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  the  citizens  of  Pittsfield,  it  is  with  great  pleausre 
that  I  submit  this  my  first  annual  report  as  Assistant 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my 
appreciation  to  many  people  in  the  Pittsfield  School 
District  whose  cooperation  and  support  has  been  so  help- 
ful during  my  first  year.  I  would  particularly  like  to 
thank  Mrs.  Murdough,  Mrs.  Ames  and  Mr.  Paradis. 

Minimum  Standards  for  Elementary  School  Ap- 
proval were  adopted  by  the  New  Hampshire  State  Board 
of  Education  in  June  of  1969.  These  minimum  standards 
pertaining  to  curriculum,  personnel  and  services  which 
includes  library  services,  health  services,  guidance  ser- 
vices, special  education  and  in-service  education  will 
become  effective  September  1, 1972. 

As  of  this  date  an  elementary  school  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  be  eligible  for 
state  financial  assistance.  A  school  which  does  not  meet 
the  provisions  contained  in  the  minimum  standards  but 
for  which  the  local  school  board  has  adopted  and  sub- 
mitted a  plan  for  correcting  the  substandard  condition 
and  the  plan  has  been  approved  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Education  may  also  qualify  for  state  financial  assistance 
as  a  "Conditionally  Approved  Elementary  School." 

My  first  responsibility  as  Assistant  Superintendent  was 
to  evaluate  the  elementary  schools  in  Pittsfield  relative 
to  the  Minimum  Standards  for  Public  Elementary  School 
Approval  and  to  determine  to  what  degree  the  elemen- 
tary schools  in  Pittsfield  meet  or  failed  to  meet  or  are 
superior  to  the  minimum  standards. 

This  evaluation  has  been  completed.  The  Pittsfield 
elementary  schools  are  superior  to  the  minimum  stan- 
dards in  some  areas,  meet  the  minimum  standards  in 
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some  areas  and  do  not  meet  the  minimum  standards  in 
some  areas.  A  detailed  report  has  been  presented  to  the 
Pittsfield  School  Board. 

One  of  the  requirements  of  the  minimum  standards 
was  that  the  elementary  schools  should  have  a  written 
philosophy  and  statements  of  objectives.  The  elementary 
schools  in  Pittsfield  as  part  of  the  Supervisory  Union 
No.  49  had  a  written  philosophy  and  statement  of  ob- 
jectives but  it  was  decided  to  review  and  rewrite  the 
philosophy  and  objectives  and  to  have  them  adopted 
by  the  Pittsfield  School  Board  as  the  official  philosophy 
and  statement  of  objectives  of  the  Pittsfield  elementary 
schools. 

The  philosophy  and  statements  of  objectives  were  re- 
viewed and  rewritten  by  a  committee  of  teachers  and 
administrators  and  were  presented  to  the  Pittsfield 
School  Board  for  their  approval  and  adoption.  All  ele- 
mentary teachers  had  several  opportunities  to  express 
their  ideas  and  to  contribute  to  the  development  of  the 
philosophy  and  statement  of  objectives. 

These  written  statements  express  the  District's  con- 
victions on  such  essential  points  as  the  scope  of  the 
school's  responsibility  for  the  education  of  youth  and 
what  the  school  is  trying  to  achieve.  They  serve  as  basis 
for  determining  the  direction  of  educational  develop- 
ment, for  selecting  desirable  learning  experiences  and 
for  the  appraisal  and  evaluation  of  the  effectiveness  of 
the  schools.  They  are  more  likely  to  serve  these  ends  if 
they  are  understood  clearly  by  parents,  teachers,  ad- 
ministrators and  school  board  members  and  if  these 
groups  are  in  agreement  with  them. 

The  direction  the  elementary  schools  in  Pittsfield  take 
during  the  next  few  years  will  be  determined  by  the 
ability  and  desire  of  citizens,  teachers  and  administra- 
tors to  reach  or  surpass  the  minimum  standards  in  all 
areas  and  the  ability  and  desire  of  citizens,  teachers  and 
administrators  to  "implement  the  philosophy  and  objec- 
tives of  the  elementary  school." 
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I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  and  the  members  of  the  School  Board  for 
their  support  and  cooperation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Superintendent 
of  Schools  and  Citizens  of  Pittsfield,  I  respectfully  sub- 
mit my  first  annual  report  as  Principal  of  Pittsfield 
Schools. 

As  a  result  of  the  budget  cut  of  a  year  ago,  we  were 
forced  to  eliminate  three  major  programs  vital  to  our 
educational  environment  in  the  Pittsfield  school  system. 

The  first  was  our  remedial  reading  program  which 
we  desperately  need  especially  in  the  lower  grades.  A 
child's  success  or  failure  in  the  lower  grades  depends  on 
the  child's  ability  to  read  the  written  word.  Many 
youngsters  now  are  unable  to  understand  and  need 
individual  attention  to  overcome  their  reading  problems. 

The  second  was  the  Driver  Education  program  which 
is  almost  a  necessity  in  this  day  and  age  especially  for 
students  in  Pittsfield  because  we  live  in  a  rural  com- 
munity. Another  important  reason  for  a  Driver  Educa- 
tion program  is  the  safety  factor.  Insurance  companies 
have  proven  statistically  that  a  student  who  takes  Driver 
Education  from  a  qualified  instructor  is  a  safer  driver. 

The  third  program  that  was  eliminated  was  the  Hot 
Lunch.  This  seems  to  have  upset  most  parents  and 
rightfully  so.  The  purpose  of  the  Hot  Lunch  program 
is  to  give  each  child  an  opportunity  to  have  a  nutritious 
well  balanced  meal  at  noontime  instead  of  a  cold  lunch 
which  they  now  have  and  consume  in  a  matter  of 
minutes. 

These  three  programs  which  I  just  mentioned  are 
necessary  in  order  for  us  to  be  back  where  we  were  a 
year  ago  without  showing  any  progress. 

This  year  in  grades  9-12  we  are  applying  for  accredita- 
tion to  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and 
Secondary  Schools.  This  requires  the  professional  staff 
to  do  self  evaluation  concerning  the  philosophy  and  ob- 
jectives of  the  school,  evaluating  the  curriculum,  co- 
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curricular  activities,  the  relation  of  the  school  to  the 
community,  financial  support  of  the  school  etc.  In  May, 
a  visiting  committee  selected  by  the  NEACSS  will  spend 
three  days  at  Pittsfield  to  determine  if  we  meet  the  mini- 
mum standards  for  accreditation. 

In  our  elementary  school  we  are  offering  for  the 
second  year  a  readiness  program  to  children  who  are  not 
quite  ready  to  function  effectively  in  a  conventional 
first  grade  program.  The  curriculum  developed  to  meet 
the  needs  of  the  children  gives  the  unready  child  a 
gift  of  time  which  he  so  greatly  needs.  It  protects  the 
child  from  the  irrepairable  effects  of  failure. 

As  far  as  our  school  buildings  are  concerned,  it  has 
been  pointed  out  year  after  year  by  previous  principals 
on  the  condition  of  them  so  I  won't  dwell  on  this  point, 
but  I  do  want  to  emphasize  that  we  need  a  new  elemen- 
tary school. 

I  hope  through  the  cooperation  of  the  parents  and 
citizens  of  Pittsfield  we  will  be  able  to  improve  our 
educational  system  to  better  help  our  young  people.

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THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 

PITTSFIELD  COOPERATIVE  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

PLANNING  COMMITTEE 

Your  committee  has  had  only  one  meeting  since  the 
summation  of  its  previous  efforts  in  last  years  town 
report.  This  was  a  joint  meeting  with  representatives 
from  the  Town  of  Barnstead.  The  conclusions  derived 
from  this  meeting  are  as  follows: 

1.  This  study  was  started  far  too  late  to  formulate 
any  tangible  agreement  with  our  neighboring  communi- 
ties relevant  to  providing  educational  facilites  on  an 
area  or  regional  basis.  The  Towns  of  Loudon,  Chichester, 
Epsom,  Northwood,  Gilmanton  and  Alton  had  already 
decided  on  their  course  of  action  or  were  in  the  pro- 
cess of  pursuing  a  program  that  does  not  presently  in- 
corporate Pittsfield  and  Barnstead. 

2.  There  are  gross  inadequacies  both  in  our  present 
school  buildings  and  curriculum  offerings. 

3.  If  we  are  to  provide  an  adequate  program  or  our 
students  it  will  be  necessary  to  combine  with  the  Town 
of  Barnstead  in  future  endeavors. 

4.  Construction  of  a  new  grammar  school,  to  include 
grades  K  thru  6,  is  the  first  step  Pittsfield  must  take 
in  the  near  future.  Presently,  the  cost  of  such  a  project 
seems  unrealistic  , however  it  is  suggested  that  such  a 
move  would  provide  the  Town  with  much  needed  new 
town  offices,  namely,  the  present  Memorial  school. 

5.  Accomplishment  of  the  above  would  enable  the 
present  high  school  building  to  house  grades  7  thru  12 
from  both  communities,  thereby  solving  the  problem 
now  facing  Barnstead,  namely  overcrowding. 

6.  Representation  be  given  to  Barnstead  on  the  Pitts- 
field School  Board. 

7.  Obviating  the  topic,  often  discussed,  of  housing 
high  school  and  grade  school  students  in  the  same

The  summer  recreational  program  at  Drake  Field 
was  sponsored  by  the  Pittsfield  Boosters  Club  this  sum- 
mer. The  Boosters  Club  held  a  membership  drive  to 
obtain  the  needed  funds  to  set  up  a  good  program.
